After all. evil is a negative qual- 
tty. The good that is a part of 
every human being is positive. 

We may close our minds to the 
evil and open them to the good 
if we will.

The woman I know doesn't un- 
derstand the people she meets as 
well as she believes. Complete un- 
derstanding means kindliness. And 
kindliness excuses failure of every 
sort, even failure to be quite sin- 
cere, while it searches for its own 
ukeness—and finds it.
